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CHILD R TRAGEDY: 
‘CHANCES MISSED’

FAILINGS by social workers and police 
to heed warning signs of the potential 
risk posed to a baby killed by his father 
have been revealed in a report. 

The mother of the six-month-old boy was 
a fugitive, having fled to the UK from Eastern 
Europe, where she had been released on licence 
having served nine years of a 12-year sentence 
for the murder of a man in 2002 when she 
was 17. 

She was wanted on a extradition warrant 
and while not directly involved in her baby’s 
death, a serious case review by Haringey Coun¬ 
cil’s Local Safeguarding Children’s Board pub¬ 
lished last week has revealed shortcomings in 
the sharing of that information by the multiple 
agencies involved, including the Metropolitan 
Police’s Extradition Unit. 

Once details of her criminal background were 
available following the birth of the baby, identi¬ 
fied only as baby R in the report, assessments 
should have been carried out, but were not, to 
determine whether the baby and a three-year-old 
sibling should have been on the “at risk” register. 


The child suffered fatal head injuries at his 
Haringey home in January 2015 and died in hos¬ 
pital two days later. 

His 28-year-old father was jailed for murder. 
There was evidence of other injuries inflicted on 
the youngster during his short life including pre¬ 
vious fractures which had healed without 
medical attention. 

The 34-year-old mother was arrested, but never 
charged due to insufficient evidence and was 
absolved of any involvement by the judge in care 
proceedings brought against her by the council 
subsequent to the youngster’s death. 

Lessons had been learned and the practices of 
the agencies involved reviewed, said Sir Paul 
Ennals, independent chairman of the Haringey 
Safeguarding Children’s Board. 

“The review identified some occasions where 
agencies could have initiated assessments of the 
family, examining risks and identifying support 
needs,” he said. 

“It does not identify a causal link between 
these occasions and baby R’s death, which it con¬ 
cludes could not be anticipated.” 

The Liberal Democrat opposition on the 
council said that the latest child death raised 
serious questions. 


“The review criticises poor communication 
and information sharing between the different 
public bodies,” said Liz Morris, Haringey Lib 
Dem children’s spokeswoman. 

“Also that no risk assessment was carried out 
on the family. Processes and procedures were not 
followed by the various agencies involved which 
left a child vulnerable to violence. 

“It is unacceptable that the police and Home 
Office did not contact Haringey’s social services 
to warn them about the mother’s conviction and 
European Arrest Warrant,” she added. 

A council spokesperson said: “The circum¬ 
stances surrounding the death of Child R are 
tragic and, while the independent review con¬ 
cludes it could not have been anticipated, we 
fully accept that the council, along with other 
agencies such as police, courts, probation and 
health missed opportunities to assess the family 
and share information. 

“The council has already implemented the 
report’s findings by further strengthening social 
work practice, particularly in the way we work 
with partner organisations. 

“We should never forget responsibility for the 
death of Child R rests with the father, who was 
convicted of murder.”

Kidnap plotter 
gets jail term 

A MAN who posed as an undercover police 
officer in a bid to kidnap schoolgirls aged 
between 11 and 14 has been sentenced to at 
least 12 years in jail. 

Abdi Waise, 28, committed a string of 
offences in just two-and-a-half hours in 
Crouch End on January 18 and was 
described as “every parent’s worst 
nightmare” by Judge Witold Pawluk at 
Wood Green Crown Court. 

Waise was deemed a dangerous offender 
by the judge and police say the total sentence 
could be 17 years, 12 of which will be served 
before any possibility of parole. 

He was also sentenced to two years for 
offering to supply class B drugs. The 
sentences are set to run concurrently. 

A deportation order and sexual harm 
prevention order were also imposed by 
the judge. 


Life for man who 
murdered teen 

A MAN who argued with a teenager on a 
north London basketball court before 
stabbing him to death has been sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

Adrian Carpenter, 30, of Victoria Road, 
Stroud Green, was convicted at Woolwich 
Crown Court on Wednesday of murdering 
17-year-old Gary Scott, from Tottenham, 
and was sentenced on Thursday, with a 
recommendation he serve a minimum term 
of 23 years. 

Jermaine Reid, 28, also of Victoria Road, 
Stroud Green, who had been found guilty of 
the teenager’s manslaughter and drug 
offences, was sentenced to 12 years in jail.

FAMILY businesses in Cockfosters 
claim they may not survive a clamp- 
down on displaying their wares on 
the pavement. 

They have asked for a rethink after 
Enfield Council told them to remove 
their goods from the street. 

Giana Spyrou, from the Cockfosters 
Deli, says she has never had any com¬ 
plaints and fears that her business, in 
Station Parade, will suffer. 

“Our business has held up against 
recessions and more recently against 
Marks and Spencer, the Co-op and 
Sainsbury’s moving into the high 
street,” she said. “We feel our business 
cannot withstand this impact. 

“Our wheelchair-using customers 
enjoy the display and being able to see 
and choose what they like.” 


She added that the business “supports 
six families” and being unable to dis¬ 
play fruit outside would have “a massive 
adverse affect, putting not only jobs at 
risk but the business as a whole”. 

Barbara Newport, from Bowes Hard¬ 
ware, in Heddon Court Parade, said the 
council had rejected her request for a 
licence which is offered to restaurants. 

“You can’t have one rule one and one 
rule for another,” she said. She has run 
the family business with her husband 
David for more than 30 years and there 
has been a hardware store on the site 
for at least 50 years. 

Displays have been changed after a 
visit from a council official. 

“My customers said it makes the char¬ 
acter of the place and makes it more vil- 
lagey,” she added. “This is the final 
straw, we are not going to carry on.” 

Ward councillor Jason Charalambous 
thinks the council is using “a one-size- 


fits-all policy”, adding: “Some common 
sense discretion should be applied.” 

Daniel Anderson, cabinet member 
for the environment, said the policy 
was adopted in 2008 to ensure streets 
were clear of obstructions - but he was 
considering a review. 

The council has issued 362 warning 
letters about street trading since 2009, 
with 33 fixed penalty notices, currently 
priced at £150. 

There have been 16 convictions since 
2003 for businesses which were issued 
with three or more fixed penalty notices. 

Mr Anderson added that he was look¬ 
ing at consulting the public for their 
views later this year. 

“If it looks like greengrocery and 
hardware stores would be exceptions, 
then so be it,” he said. 

Council regulations stipulate that 
table and chair licences are only avail¬ 
able for restaurants.

Detectives say 
it is not known how many people 
were travelling in it.

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A&E unit ‘must not 
close’, warns IMP

PATIENTS have made it clear they 
are concerned about the future of 
North Middlesex University Hos¬ 
pital’s crisis-hit A&E unit. 

About 60 people turned out for 
a meeting hosted by Edmonton 
MP Kate Osamor and her 
Hornsey and Wood Green coun¬ 
terpart Catherine West to get an 
update on the urgent improve¬ 
ments after health watchdog the 
Care Quality Commission ranked 
the casualty department at the 
hospital, in Sterling Way, Edmon¬ 
ton, as inadequate. 

It followed an unannounced 
visit by inspectors. 

A report by the watchdog 
detailed a catalogue of failings, 
including one patient left lying 
unattended for four-and-a-half 
hours before staff realised he 
had died. 

Inspectors found insufficient 
senior doctors available to super¬ 
vise their more junior colleagues. 

North Middlesex has come up 
with an action plan and consul¬ 
tants have been loaned from 
other hospitals as a short-term 
measure to try and alleviate the 
recruitment crisis. 

Ms Osamor said: “People were 
concerned at what happened.

There is no other place to go. It 
can’t close.” 

The newly appointed clinical 
director of the casualty department 
Dr Turan Huseyin gave an update 
to the meeting at the Green Tow¬ 
ers Community Centre on Mon¬ 
day as staff prepare for another 
CQC inspection in September. 

Dr Huyesin has been joined by 
five senior emergency doctors, 
who are on short-term loan to 
help deal with staff shortages as 
North Middlesex tackles the 
recruitment problem. 

He outlined plans to open a GP 


centre in A&E to triage cases and 
reduce the pressure on casualty. 

Edmonton Green ward council¬ 
lor Abdul Abdullahi, who chairs 
Enfield Council’s health scrutiny 
panel, said he was disappointed 
with how the situation had deteri¬ 
orated this year before the 
CQC’s inspection. 

He said: “People are saying how 
they value the hospital and the ser¬ 
vice and how they are concerned.” 

An interim chief executive has 
been appointed and the Royal 
Free London NHS Foundation 
Trust chief executive David Slo- 
man is acting as North Middle¬ 
sex’s accountable officer. 

Mr Abdullahi said Mr Sloman 
had been invited to a meeting of 
his panel in October to find out 
the nature of the relationship 
between the Royal Free and 
North Middlesex hospitals. 

The Royal Free took over Chase 
Farm Hospital, in The Ridgeway, 
Enfield, in 2014 following the 
closure of the A&E and maternity 
departments. It also took over the 
running of Barnet Hospital, 
which does have an A&E unit. 

The CQC is due to begin an 
inspection of North Middlesex on 
September 20. It wants to hear 
from patients to find out about 
their experiences and can be con¬ 
tacted on 03000 616161.

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Bird watchers 
in a flap over 
housing estate 
development

TWITCHERS are urging developers to 
ensure a rare colony of birds is not 
wiped out by a new housing estate. 

The bird watchers fear that the fate of 
up to 30 swifts could be ignored if plans 
to build more than 400 homes are given 
the go-ahead. 

Countryside Properties has applied to 
Enfield Council for permission for the 
development at Shepcot House, in 
Cowper Gardens, Southgate. 

Among the 240 supporting docu¬ 
ments is an ecological statement which 
has raised concerns of bird-lovers. 

Southgate resident Andy Potter, 49, of 
Addison Avenue, said: “We are not 
against the development at all, but we 
are worried about the fate of the swifts. 

“I have spoken to someone who says 
the swifts have been coming to this site 
for nearly 50 years.” 

Catherine Day, a volunteer with the 


Royal Society for the Protection of 
Birds, said: “It’s no good just putting up 
nest boxes and hoping. 

“Swifts are very particular and will 
return to precisely the same spot to nest. 

“So what is required is for any new 
development to use ‘swift bricks’ in 
their buildings, or to leave gaps behind 
the eaves in some spots. 

“Then they stand the chance of the 
birds coming back. Accommodation 
needs to be provided as near as possible 
to their nesting site.” 

Countryside Properties said: “Ecol¬ 
ogy and sustainability are very impor¬ 
tant to us and we are seeking, wherever 
possible, to use our developments...to 
positively enhance the natural habitat. 

“As part of our planning application 
we submitted a preliminary ecological 
statement which recommended among 
other things that the new development 
provides a nesting habitat, specifically 
the installation of nest boxes for species 
such as the swift.”

£16,000 grant 
boost for sports 
club’s heating 


THINGS are warming up at a sports club in 
Edmonton thanks to a cash boost which is set 
to transform their ageing heating system. 

Opened in the 1920s, the clubhouse at 
Edmonton Sports and Social Club, in Church 
Street, is central to the club’s many activities. 
It includes a hall, kitchen, toilets, bars, and 
changing rooms. 

The club, which provides playing facilities 
for cricket, football, bowls, squash and darts, 
has been given a grant of £16,450 from the 
Veolia Environmental Trust to install a new, 
energy-efficient heating system. 

The grant is one of 43 awarded by the 
French company to community and environ¬ 
mental projects in England. 

Club committee member Susan O’Brien 
said: “This grant is fantastic news for the club. 

“The clubhouse is a focus for many activi¬ 
ties and these improvements to the heating 
system will mean it will be a warm, comfort¬ 
able space for those taking part in them.” 

Thermal insulated roller blinds and curtains 
will also be installed in the bar, hall and 
kitchen in order to conserve heat in the winter 
and reflect sun in the summer. 

Paul Taylor, the executive director of the 
Veolia Environmental Trust, said: “This pro¬ 
ject will transform the clubhouse, benefiting 
members and the wider community. 

“We are seeing an ongoing reduction in 
the amount of funds that we can award, so 
the club needs to be congratulated on 
securing this grant in an extremely competi¬ 
tive environment.” 

Work will begin as soon as possible.

PICNICKERS enjoyed the summer sunshine at 
an outdoor event to celebrate an Enfield-based 
mental health charity 

The Picnic In The Park, in Pymmes Park, 
Edmonton, on Saturday attracted hundreds of 
visitors to the community garden and wildspace 
belonging to Mind In Enfield - which was for¬ 
merly a bowling green. 

It was the first time the event, which is 
designed to promote the services the charity pro¬ 
vides, has been held. 

There was a variety of activities including 
carnival-style drum-making workshops by arts 
and educational organisation Taru Arts and 
demonstrations, as well as live music and home¬ 
made refreshments. 


The charity runs regular gardening and fruit¬ 
growing sessions at the park site, while its 
premises in Fore Street, Edmonton, offers a host 
of other activities to promote and improve the 
mental well-being of the borough’s residents - 
from tai chi and yoga, to relaxation sessions, art 
and crafts workshops and counselling, plus 
walks, trips and bingo. 

“The weather was wonderful and the mayor of 
Enfield Bernadette Lappage came along to cele¬ 
brate,” said Martine Drake, co-ordinator of the 
charity’s Mind, Body and Soul project. 

“Many of those attending were volunteers and 
users, but large numbers had no connection to the 
charity and were drawn by the activities and curi¬ 
ous to learn what we do. People don’t need a 
referral from a GP or hospital to use our services, 
they are available to everyone if they think it will 
be beneficial to them.” 


Bakers’ donation offers 
a boost to Enfield CAB 


BAKERS have come up with 
some dough to fight chronic 
housing problems. 

Warburtons is giving 
Enfield’s Citizens Advice 
Bureau (CAB) £10,000 to 
fund a housing adviser to 
help tackle issues including 
illegal evictions, home 
disrepair and homelessness. 

While an average CAB sees 
about eight per cent of its 
clients with housing 
problems, the number in 
Enfield is double that- at 16 
per cent. 

A report by charity 
Shelter found that renters in 
Enfield are at the highest 
risk of losing their homes in 
England, with one in every 
23 rented homes in the area 
receiving a landlord 
possession claim last year. 

Jill Harrison, Enfield 
CAB’s chief executive, said: 


“Enfield has a far greater 
housing crisis than many 
inner-city areas. In the last 
year alone, over 2,000 
households in Enfield were 
under threat of eviction. 

“We are so grateful to 
Warburtons for their 
generous donation, which 
will make an enormous 
difference to the service we 
are able to provide.” 

The specialist adviser helps 
at least 160 tenants over the 
course of a year, dealing with 
complex housing queries. 

The donation from 
Warburtons will also fund a 
specialist course for advisers, 
run by Shelter, providing 
expert training on areas 
of housing.

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New PM must continue to support care leavers 


Columnist 
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R EADERS may recall that 
Harold Wilson, Labour 
Prime Minister of the 
1960s/70s famously said: “A 
week in politics is a long time”. 

Well, if he was right about that, 
the last four weeks now seem 
more like a lifetime. 

We’ve seen the European 
Referendum result leading to the 
resignation of David Cameron, 
his successor Theresa May 
appointed within three weeks of 
Mr Cameron’s announcement, a 
whole new government in place 
and a challenge to Jeremy 
Corbyn’s leadership of the 
Labour Party set to drag on to his 
party’s conference in September. 

The British people delivered a 
“bloody nose” to the political 
establishment in one of the 
most unexpected results of 
recent history. 

There are lessons to be learned, 
which include the need for all 
politicians, whether national or 
local, to understand and heed 
that old constitutional maxim - 
governments can only govern 
with the wholehearted consent 
of the people, which is ignored 
at peril. 

In Enfield, this failure is 
happening before our eyes. The 
£42million Cycle Enfield 
proposals, for which I emphasise 
there is no electoral mandate, 
continue to be steamrollered 
through against the wishes of 
the people. 

It is cynicism of this kind that 
undoubtedly contributed to the 
Brexit result. I make clear that 
personally I am very happy with 
that result, my point being that 
the “Remainers” may have done 
better if there was not this 
ongoing legacy of failure by 
politicians to respond to people’s 
genuine concerns, particularly 
when those concerns have never 
been tested at the ballot box. 


THE new Prime Minister, Theresa 
May, must build on David Cameron’s 
legacy and make sure there is compre¬ 
hensive support available for young 
people who have grown up in care 
in London. 

Barnardo’s often acts as a first port 
of call for care leavers and other 
young people who don’t have parents 
to rely upon, providing emotional 
support and help finding a home and 
a job. 

Many of the young people we sup¬ 
port across the capital have no social 
network to fall back on. 


METHINKS she doth protest too much. 

Michael Clary (“Will library’s move 
lead to permanent closure, Opinion , 
July 13) is right to be concerned 
about what the future holds for library 
provision in Southgate if our local 
library in Main Avenue is anything to 
goby. 

Without any prior notice to users, it 
was handed over to Eldon School in 
December 2015 and then lost its 
salaried staff from April this year. 

We now have access to less than half 
of a building that was reopened and 
renamed the John Jackson Library 
in 2010 after a refurbishment and 
expansion using money from the Big 
Lottery Fund. 

Since the opening hours have been 
altered to suit the school it is practi¬ 
cally impossible for anyone in full¬ 
time employment or for school-age 
children to use the John Jackson 
except on Saturday mornings. 

For three days in a row, presumably 
the beginning of the summer holidays, 
it failed to open at all at the 
advertised time. 


Many care leavers have a disrupted 
education when multiple care place¬ 
ments mean months of lessons are 
missed or a young person changes 
schools at a crucial time. 

Just 14 per cent of care leavers 
achieve five or more A*-C GCSEs, 
compared with 65 per cent of their 
peers. Some 40 per cent of care 
leavers are not in employment, educa¬ 
tion or training, compared to only 14 
per cent of 19 to 24-year-olds, and just 
six per cent of care leavers go into 
higher education, compared to 25 per 
cent of their peers. 


It seems to me that Councillor Ayfer 
Orhan (“We’ve been up front about 
library’s future”, Opinion, July 20) 
defends the actions of her administra¬ 
tion a little too vigorously. 

The large number of books that were 
removed from John Jackson in Febru- 


COUNCILLOR Orhan is no doubt 
correct that the decision to relocate 
Southgate Library is recorded 
somewhere in the cabinet papers, but 
funnily enough most people do not 
read them and I do not recall this spe¬ 
cific decision being reported in the 
local press. 

No attempt whatsoever seems to 
have been made to communicate this to 
users until three weeks before closure. 
In my book that is being opaque. 

She does not deny that a membership 
card will be needed just to get into 
the replacement facility, something 
I have never heard of for a truly 
public library. 


Young people who’ve grown up in 
care can go on to do amazing things, 
but they don’t always have someone to 
nurture and develop them. 

Theresa May can show she means 
business by making the Keep On 
Caring strategy, which aims to improve 
the life chances of care leavers become 
a reality. 

In her own words, she must make 
sure the country and our capital 
work for everyone, not just the 
privileged few.

No let-up in 
attacks on 
those in need 

YOU would think that with a new 
Prime Minster and Chancellor of the 
Exchequer it gives the government a 
chance to change tack on the econ¬ 
omy, especially as the present plan is 
not working. Deficit is bigger than 
predicted and borrowing up. 

But no, we appear to see no change 
on the relentless attack on local 
authorities and those in need. 

A debate on July 20 on housing ben¬ 
efit reflects this. In this debate the gov¬ 
ernment refused to change its view 
that cuts in this sector should go ahead 
despite expert advice to the contrary. 

In Enfield we have 1,545 residents 
who live in supported housing and 
652 who are elderly, according to 
government statistics. 

These may have mental illness 
problems and may be ex-service 
personnel, vulnerable adults or 
elderly residents. 

Now some of these homes may 
close. Certainly new schemes will not 
be built. 

Residents should know and they 
should check if they family or friends 
are in these support schemes. 

From April 2017 all new residents 
joining these schemes will see their 
benefits cut and if they are in schemes 
now those cuts will come into being in 
April 2018. 

Supported housing schemes save the 
government about £640million a year. 

This is achieved by reducing pres¬ 
sure on other services such as NHS 
and social care. 

I hope the government rethinks this 
idea sooner rather than later.

film review 


Memories are made of thish! 



FINDING DORY (U, 103 mins) 


H OW can you remember you have 
a family if you have short-term 
memory loss? 

That question is the wind beneath the 
water wings of Pixar’s joyous computer- 
animated sequel, which revisits the colour¬ 
ful characters 13 years after worrywart 
clownfish Marlin (voiced by Albert Brooks) 
was reunited with his beloved son, Nemo. 

Their forgetful pal, Dory (Ellen 
DeGeneres), the uproarious comic relief of 
the first film, is promoted to head of the 
school for directors Andrew Stanton and 
Angus MacLane’s journey of self-fishcov- 
ery that once again abandons the safety 
of the reef for perilous waters. 

In almost every aspect, Finding Dory is 
the emotional and comical equal of its pre¬ 
decessor, dazzling the senses with stun¬ 
ningly realistic visuals and Thomas 
Newman’s buoyant orchestral score. 

The script effortlessly tugs heartstrings 
in between cute verbal and sight gags, 
including a running joke about the voice 
of an A-list Hollywood actress, whose dul¬ 
cet tones become a shimmering beacon 
of hope in the film’s darkest moments. 

An adorable animated short entitled 
Piper precedes and complements the 
main feature, chronicling the fortunes of a 
sandpiper hatchling as it learns to forage 
for food at the water’s edge. 

Tissues at the ready... 

Dory is the next-shell neighbour of Mar¬ 
lin and his young son, Nemo (Hayden 
Rolence), on the Great Barrier Reef. 

During a field trip to witness the stingray 
migration, the loveable blue tang experi¬ 


ences a rush of fragmented memories of 
her parents Charlie (Eugene Levy) and 
Jenny (Diane Keaton). 

“I miss ’em,” Dory tells Marlin and the 
plucky fish embark on an epic quest to 
California to reunite the forgetful daughter 
with her loved ones. 

Initially, the travellers ride strong currents 
with sea turtle Crush (Andrew Stanton) and 
his bodacious brethren, but when they 
eventually arrive at the Marine Life Insti¬ 
tute, Dory is separated from her pals. 

She languishes in quarantine with 
a grouchy septopus called Hank (Ed 


O’Neill), who possesses remarkable pow¬ 
ers of camouflage. 

Meanwhile, Marlin and Nemo abide by 
Dory’s mantra - “just keeping swimming” - 
and enlist help from wise-cracking sea lions 
Fluke (Idris Elba) and Rudder (Dominic 
West), near-sighted whale shark Destiny 
(Kaitlin Olson) and a beluga whale called 
Bailey (Ty Burrell), who has lost his echo 
location as the result of a concussion. 

“I hit my head very hard. Do you see 
how swollen it is?” laments Bailey. 

“Your head is supposed to be big,” 
retorts Destiny. “You’re a beluga!” 


Finding Dory mines the central character’s 
one-joke disability for gentle laughs without 
meanness or obviously treading water. 

Set pieces including a frenetic chase 
involving a fearsome predator of the sea 
are nimbly executed and the introduction 
of O’Neill’s cranky cephalopod is a 
master stroke. 

DeGeneres’ vocal performance exudes 
warmth and innocence, compelling us to 
root for her through a couple of the film’s 
outlandish narrative detours.

BENTALEB IS SET 
TO LEAVE SPURS

NABIL BENTALEB is one of three 
players who look likely to be on their 
way out of Tottenham Hotspur after 
being warned by head coach Mauricio 
Pochettino that they are not part of his 
plans. 

The Algerian international mid¬ 
fielder was - along with Alex Pritchard 
and Federico Fazio - left out of Spurs’ 
squad for their current pre-season tour 
to Australia and has been linked with 
a loan move to Portuguese giants 
Benfica as he looks to resurrect his 
career. 

Bentaleb was an integral part of the 
side during Pochettino’s first season at 
White Hart Lane, but the signing of 
Dele Alii and the decision to switch 
Eric Dier into a holding midfield role 
saw him slip down the pecking order 
last time around and he only made 11 
appearances in all competitions. 

“The situation of the three players is 
very clear,” Pochettino said. “They are 
not in my plans and they know. I have 
communicated with them and it was 
made very clear. It’s not a problem. 
They know the situation and we'll see 
what happens.” 

Meanwhile, Kevin Wimmer has 
been rewarded for his impressive first 
season at the club with a new deal 
which will keep the 23-year-old at 
White Hart Lane until 2021. 

The central defender, who was part 
of Austria’s squad at Euro 2016, joined 
Spurs from Cologne last summer and 
went on to make 21 appearances in all 


competitions - including a run of nine 
successive starts in the Premier League 
while Jan Vertonghen was sidelined 
through injury. 

“I’m delighted that I was able to 
sign to stay for five more years with the 
club,” he said. “It’s a big pleasure for 
me, it makes me very happy and it’s a 
dream come true that I can stay so long 
with such a big club. 

“I called my mum and dad to tell 
them and of course they are also very 
happy. It’s special for them because 
they know we always work hard, we 
train every day and the season is very 
long. They are delighted and very 
happy for me that I could sign a new 
contract and they are also very proud. 

“People say we all have good men¬ 
talities at the club - the people are 
very nice and we are like a big family. 

Everybody likes each other and I was 
welcomed very well by everyone 
when I joined last season. It’s a big 
pleasure for me to play for a big club 
like this.” 

Wimmer added: “The first year here 
was very good for me, I could learn a 
lot. The first few months were a little 
difficult because London is such a big 
city and you have to get to know 
everything, but after two or three 
months everything was easier.

Skolars lose a thriller at Hunslet 


NORTH MIDDLESEX secured a 
thrilling two-run victory at Tedding- 
ton on Saturday to give a huge boost 
to their hopes of being crowned 
champions of the Premier Division 
of the Middlesex County Cricket 
League.
